Washington, May 18. — The senate 
receiv ed another instalment of Senator 
Bailey’s v ersion of the effort to secure 
an understanding between the Demo­ 
cratic senators and the president on the 
terms of the railroad rate bill, and in 
presenting it he included the memo 
randa of ex Senator Chandler to 
the 
president, on which the charges 
of 
bad faith against Bailey hav e been pre­ 
dicted. 
The Texas senator again 
ar­ 
raigned his critics in sharp language. 
Bailey based his statements on attacks 
In the Chicago Tribune and the New 
York Tribune charging him with bad 
faith in the rate bill matter, and giv ­ 
ing ex-Senator ('handler a« authority 
for that statement. 


B aile y A sk s C han dler for F acts. 
He had read a series of letters and 
memoranda, beginning with a request 
from himself to the ex-senator for a 
copy of any statement that he might 
hav e 
made that justified this state­ 
m ent 
One document 
was a lertter 
from Chandler to himself (Bailey) dat­ 
ed May 16, 1006, in which Chandler 
enclose« a copy of 
a memorandum 
•ent to the White House, and upon 
which the correspondents of the Chi- 
ongo and New York Tribunes leased 
their charge that Bailey wsts not keep- 
tng faith with the rate fixers. Chand­ 
ler says he thinks the memorandum 
was not dated, but 
tha t his returned 
copy is dated April 11. 
Did Not Speak 
for B ailey. 
Chandler in his letter says he did 
not giv e the president any assurance 
as to Bailey's attitude, as he did not 
feel authorized to do <o, but that at 
9:15 p. m. April 11 ho says Tillman, 
who told him that “ neither he (Till- 
i mam, nor yourself were entering into 
j any games with the railway senators.” 
I Chandler nt 1ABO p. m. saw the presi­ 
dent and told him what Tillman had 
said. 
Then Bailey read the famous 
memorandum written by Chandler for 
t the president, and which the two cor- 
I mfr*v ndents quote to snstain 
their 
charge that Bailey was “ suspected” of 
disloyalty. 
It is as follows: 
T ext of th e M em orandum . 
"The game of the railroad senators 
is to support Bailey ’s amendment and 
Induce him to a gree to a broad right 
of court rev iew. 
What that is to be 
1« not certain, but the principal ob­ 
ject is to ‘beat 
him ,’ 
meaning the 
president. 
Mr. Tillman, howev er, con­ 
siders 
himself as acting 
with 
the 
president to pass the rev iew clause 
with the m inim um 
amount 
of court 
power, a nd will not enter into any such 
game.” 
This was accompanied 
by a 
priv ate note to S ecre tary I.oeb, as fol­ 
lows: 
“ P lea s e hand this to the presi­ 
dent privately , 
i a m hearing an im­ 
portant 
<-ase all d ay tod ay , b ut could 
see him if he wished at 1 o’clock.” 


PAPF1R “ MODIFIES THE LIE” 


So B ailey Says, and B oasts th e C orre­ 
spondent A gain . 
Bailey then said that the New York 
Tribune had put the matter of his 
(Bailey's) alleged disloyalty somewhat j 
differently and thereby “ modified the 
lie,” the modification being the same 
in both the New York and Chicago pa­ 
pers—that Bailey v \ as “ suspected” of 
treason to the cause, and that it was 
common talk on both sides of the sen­ 
ate that the T ex an was so suspected, 
and that copies of Chandler’s memoran­ 
dum were in circulation among the 
senate Democrats. 
To this statement Bailey gav e espe­ 
cial attention, 
say ing that he had mods 
inquiry sufficient to assure him that 
not one of 
the 
Democratic senators 
had ev er seen the document,, much le^s 
circulated it. 
“ I did not 
yesterday 
know that any senator on the Repub­ 
lican side had seen it, but I am ena­ 
bled to say 
now that ou yesterday 
the 
president show ed it to oue of them, 
<uid also to a member of the house, 
and if this st atem ent is d enied I can 
call names.” 
He then d eclared that if Chandler 
had nev er spoken another word there 
w« .s not a syllable in his memorandum 
concerning himself (Bailey) to justify 
the statement that he (Chandler) had 
impugned 
his (Bailey ’s) good 
faith, 
“ lie does not say that I was playing 
a game,” he went on, “ but that o th­ 
ers were. 
I will say that the game 
was played to catch others, and v ery 
successfully.” 
Builey 
read 
briefly from the reply 
of the Chicago T ribune’s correspondent 
lo his speech of d e nuncia tion 
made 
Wedneday. and 
continuing 
said: 
“ My 
statement d oes not seem to hav e d is ­ 
turbed the correspond ent of that pa­ 
per, because he say s lie was 
ov er­ 
looked in my attack on the president. 
P e r ha p s lie regard s it a s being ov er­ 
looked 
to be called an unqualified, 
malicious 
liar. 
He says he has not 
the C ha nd le r m em ora nd a before him, 
but he attempts to quote from it. Now 
where did he soe it. 
I did not show 
it to him. 
Ex-Senator Chandler did 
M t show if to him. 
It is addressed 
t Is Mr. Loeb, the praaidsotf« a« OMrtary.< 


Say T hat th e Man W ho L ies on Him 
H e W ill B rand. 
Further 
along Bailey said: 
“ The 
president did not consider this memor­ 
anda au impeachment 
of 
my good 
faith. 1 he proof of that is, that with 
the memoranda 
before 
him, within 
three days asked me to confer with his 
attorney general on this v ital question. 
It is unconceiv able tliat the president 
with a suspicion of my Integrity In his 
mind would permit his attorney gener­ 
al to transmit to me au amendment in­ 
tended to be incorporated in this great 
measure. I hav e no words to express 
my opinion of those who would treat 
with those whom 
they suspect of 
treachery, and only traitors would do 
It.” 
The Texas senator spoke of his own 
faults, admitting that he has at times , 
justly been called arbitrary,dictatorial, 
Intemperate in speech and rash, but he 
declared that he had nev er intentional­ 
ly done a man an injustice, and that 
he had nev er done a wrong without 
making reparation, when the fault was 
ca'Ied to his notice. 
He said that no 
man ev er before had imputed to him 
a lack of ra nder.no man ha<lev erchargt>d 
him with double dealing, aiv l could 
not do so now and escape hLs denuncia­ 
tion. “ Across the brow of such a man,” 
he would put the “ brand of liar, so 
that all men may know him and shim 
him.”
